the mere fact of breaking residence by removing from 
one parish to the neighbouring one caused a poor person 
to be sent back. 

Sir Edward Grogan—Can see a difficulty in al- 
lowing a claim of irremov frem the fact that a 
labourer has resided in different parishes of the same 
union for five years? 

W itness—There are no greater difficulties than under 
the present system ; but the labourer should be com- 
pelled to give his residence under such a state of law. 
At present the onusof sho that a pauper has not 
resided in the same parish devolves upon the guardians 
before they can refuse parish relief. 

To Sir Edward Grogan—I think a poor man should 
be relieved wherever he is destitute, and not be driven 
back to his own parish ; the tendency of the present 
law is to discourage a poor man from seeking work 
wherever he can get it; several instances have occurred 
in this union of destitute labourers refusing to seek 
work elsewhere, lest they should be driven away when 
work tailed them. ' 

To Mr. Maguire—I only consider the poor man's 
case in this opinion ; for the law shoald be framed to 
meet the difficalties of the honest and industrious man, 
however poor. 

To Mr. Ayrton—I think the dread of the press often 
causes paupers to be encouraged — 18 might say 
tha poss were oppressed, if guardians did their duty.
